The Farmer Versus the Automobile. 


It is easy to sec that there is 


going to be a great scuflle ere long 
between the fanners and the auto- 
mobilists of this country. 
When 


the panting, wheezing automobile 
whiffs along the country road like 
a traction engine with membrane- 
ous croup it 
frequently 
scares 


some faithful plow horse so 
se- 


verely that the animal takes the 
bit in its teeth and bounds across 
tlie field, followed closely by an in- 
dignant farmer who up to 
that 


moment had been plowing with the 
lines ,around his' waist and 
who 


sincere!}*' regrets it as he liaste'ns 
nimbly over the stubble, trying to 
check the speed of the frightened 
horse by thrusting first one shoul- 
der and then the other into the 
ground as far as possible. 
This 


»»t UM> js bound to cause a great contro- 


versy -in which the automobilist as 


he yanks open the throttle and adjusts himself fora pleasant voyage over 
the bounding turnpike will insist that he has a perfect right to the pub- 
lic highway, while the farmer will declare that any contrivance that 
comes along the road and scares a yearling steer until it unfurls its tail 
to the air and runs through four barns and a strawstack before it can be 
stopped is a positive menace and everything else he can lay his tongue to. 


A farmer told me his side of the question the other day as we sat 


side by side on a rail fence and looked out across a sunny field that had 
been wounded in several places by a team of horses which had come 
through that way in their efforts to throw some automobile off the 
scent.

"Them automobilious fellers with car-bobs over their eyes like all 


other criminals wear is gojn' to ruin the farmers' prospects and every- 
thing else the live stock kin trample ;lown when they're confused in 
their heads and are tryin' to git out of the clutches of a horseless ker- 
ridgc." said he, with just the faintest suspicion of a dialect. 


"Fannin* was once a peaceful perfcssion,. and when a man started 


out in the a. m. to comb down a piece of land with a spring-tooth harry 
he knew jest about what was before him. But now, before the day's 
done, he may be tryin' to harry tfie shingles off the roof of his barn, er 
he may be kctchcd a tryin' to jerk all the cpydermis off of his front 
yard er curryin' down the landscape somf wheres else that don't petike- 
larly need it, jest because some automobile has come along gaspin' fer 
breath and scarin' the horscs_ into a panic. You can't raise cattle on a 
successful basis and have 'em tryin' to seek a place of shelter up a 
lightnin' rod every few minutes, and no farmer, no matter how edu- 
cated and smart he may be, kin have good luck with hogs when they 
try to climb the windpump every time a city cuss comes along in his 
automobile. 


"Last summer they was a party of autoniobilers consistin' of two 


men came along here about 4 p. m. headed in a northerly direction with 
all sails set and a clear sea ahead. Everything seemed to be gqin' fine 
and they were removin' the pike to the rear at a perty brisk canter." But 
jest as they was passjn' my place the machine stopped all of a sudden 
without a second's warnin', began to dance around on one wheel a min- 
'utc and then busted with all hands on board. 


"It sounded like the vest pocket edition of a Fourth of July cele- 


bration. Neither one of. the fellers lost any time gittin' out. One of 
'em decided to dismount over the dashboard on the back of his neck 
while the other one hurried into a fence corner on the starboard side. 


"Two weeks afterward I found a pair of green-eyed goggles and a 


safety valve imbedded in the side of my barn and there is still a bad 
hole in the roadside to mark the spot where the circumstance transpired. 


"It gave my live stock and poultry the worst skeer of which they 


had ever partaken. They had frequently been called on to flee for their 
lives at the approach of an automobile, but this was the first time they 
had ever seen one have spasms that way. When I hcerd the commotion 
and ran out of 'the barn everything about the place 'pearcd to have 
taken wing. The hired man was seated on the hurricane deck of a 
sulky p!ow and was urgin' his horse up a tree in the orchard.

The man who had disembarked over the prow of the she- 
bang had got the mainspring or something of that kind wound around 
his neck like a yarn scarf, and was sittin' in the middle of the road, 
strugglin' to git free, while the one who had chosen the fence corner for 
his destination was havin* a ketch-es-ketch-kin rasslin' match with one 
of the newmattik' wheels and had dislocated his toilet in several places. 
When he went out of the machine he forgot to take his shirt bosom 
with him and left it hangin' on the corner of the dashboard to show 
that that was the shortest known way out.

"I asked the chap in the road if I could do anything fer him ex- 


cept to throw him down and sec if I could take the mainspring away 
from him.

"The machine %vas fatally injured. 
Everthing that lovin' hands 


could do was done to restore it to a normal frame of mind agin but it 
was too far gone., It jumped around a'fcw times on its side and then 
breathed its last while me and the two mariners looked on in pity. Then 
we gathered up the remains with a scoopshovel and hauled 'em to town 
in a wagon. 


"But, I say, it mighty nigh ruined me. Git a lot o' live stock all 


embarrassed and hct up tliataway and trampin' down your grain and 
hired help, and hbldin' a caucus in the wheatfield and then adjournin' 
to meet shortly afterward over in the oat's, I say, is bad fer a farmer. 
And so I claim these here automobiles nosin' around and bustin'.jest as 
they git to your place and fillin' the atmosphere full of monkey-wrenches 
and city inhabitants and scatterin' kerosine and biled shirts permiscusly 
around'over the place has got to stop er, I say, the farmer is a doomed 
n,an."

President Itutlcr wns graduated from 


Columbia In 18K! and for sixteen years 
has been a member of the university 
faculty. At the time of his elevation to 
the presidency of Columbia he was 
dean of the faculty and head of the de- 
partment of education nnd philosophy. 


Columbia university, which because 


of Sir. Pulitzer's gift wlll'be the flrst 
Institution of learning to establish n 
school of Journalism, was originally 
called King's college and wns chartered 
by George II. In 1754. In 1784 It took 
the name Columbia college. Its first 
president and for a tlmo Its only In 
structor was Samuel Johnson. 
Since 


that Unie eleven men have been regu 
lurly elected president, and two others 
have temporarily held the office. 


Since Its organization Columbia has 


twice changed Its location and now oc- 
cupies a fine situ of over Hcventecn 
acres on Mornlngslde heights, New 
York city. The buildings surmount an 
elevation overlooking tlie Hudson river, 
but a short distance from tlie tomb of 
General Grant. 


In 1800-01 the college wns organized 


on the basis of n university, and Its 
segregated parts were made Into a ho- 
mogeneous whole. Each school Is as to 
Its specific work In charge of Its own 
faculty, with a dean nt Its head, while 
all the university work'and the educa- 
tional Interests of the college at large 
ere committed to n university council 
•Consisting of the president, the deans 
of the several schools and n delegate 
from each faculty. 


In 1883 the libraries of the various 


schools were concentrated Into one gen- 
eral library which embraces 328,000 
volumes and Increases nt the rate of 
about 1G.OOO volumes yearly.

The affair was a surprise to Steven- 
son, and when he learned that Walt- 
linll was making n stand farther up 
the mountain he hurried Pettus' bri- 
gade forward to Join AValthall. A po- 
sition was taken up overlooking Chat- 
tanooga valley, where Grant's army 
lay, and there the fighting raged all 
day. 
"Here," sa3's Colonel Hundley. 


"Is where tho 'battle above the clouds' 
wns really fought. Tlie previous en- 
gagement could hardly be called a bat- 
tle nt all. But here the two nruiled 
confronted each other, and. although 
not over 100 yards apart, each was 
totally Invisible to the other.

the pnges of history leaves no doubt 
as to thc importance he placed upon It. 
In his personal memoirs, describing

Lookout ereek nml ascent of the moun 
tain, lie wrote: "The side of Lookout 
mountain 
confronting 
Hooker 
was 


rugsed. heavily timbered and full of 
chasms, making It dilllcult to advance 
with troops even In the absence of nn 
opposing force. • • • While the op- 
erations at the bridge were progressing 
Geary was pushing up tho bill over 
great obstacles, resisted by the enemy 
directly In his front and In the face of 
the ginis on top of the mountain. 
* • • Uy noon (Jeary had gained the 
open ground on the north slope of the 
mountain, with his right close up to 
the base of the upper palisade, but 
there were strong fortifications on ills 
front. * * * Tlie day was hazy, so 
that Hooker's operations were not visi- 
ble to us (In the valley at Chattanooga) 
except at moments when the -clouds 
would rise. Hut tlie pound of his artil- 
lery and musketry wa* lu'ar<l ltK>'*' 
santly. The enemy on his front was 
partly fortified, but was soon driven 
out of his works. During the afternoon 
the clouds which hud so obscured the 
top of Lookout mountain all day as to 
bide whatever was going on from view 
of those below settled down and made 
H so dark where Hooker was as to 
stop operations for tlte time.
